INDOOR PLANTING 


Many tender bedding plants for the 
window box and hanging baskets can 
be grown by the amateur If started 
indoors this month, while the hardier 
sorts if gven an earlier start in this 
way will come into bloom several 
weeks sooner than if planted directly 
in the open. The same is true of 
many vegetables such as tomatoes, 
cabbages, lettuce, melons, and even a 
few beets, carrots, and hills of corn. 

Starting these indoors will mater¬ 
ially hasten the time when they will 
be ready for the table. A shallow 
cigar box or something similar Ip 
the best thing to grow these in where 
space is limited, or if there is plenty 
of room a florist’s “flat”- a shallow 
box 12 inches by 18 - may be used. 

Punch a few holes In the bottom of 

the box to allow drainage, and add [ fitted in the land for that position 
a layer of cinders or gravel to serve 
the same purpose. Get some fairly 
good soil, and break it up fine. Moist¬ 
en the earth, then mark off the rows 
which need only be one inch apart 
sow the seed, and cover the top of the 
box tightly with a piece of sackig or 
burlap.

Not only did the fire 
proof wrapping survive, but the or¬ 
dinary paper insido was not even 
scorched.

The 
exhibit will be open to anyone free 
of entry fee or charge who is skilled 
in making bead work, basketry em¬ 
broidery, knitting, laces, leather 
work, metal work, pottery, quilts, 
rugs, sewing, weaving, wood work, 
etc. Everything, however, must be 
nandmade. 

The object of the Guild Is to pre¬ 
serve the knowledge and skill pos¬ 
sessed by our people and to encour¬ 
age Industry and thrift in the home 
Or the public, making their work 
profitable and honourable by means 
of exhibiting the p-oducts of their 
skill and to keep records In order to 
prevent the extinction of any arts or 
crafts. The Guild will undertake to 
sell any exhibits that arc sent in but 
every person should, of course, put 
his or her price on the article. 

One feature of the exhibit will be 
to educate the public to the value of 
good handwork, so that a demand 
may be created for these handicrafts 
thereby enabling our people to find 
their interesting and artistic work 
at homo remunerative. 

This is the first exhibition that has 
been held in Saskatchewan but in 
other provinces successful exhibi¬ 
tions have been held in which the 
sales have gone as high ns $50,000.

The question of the transfer of the public lands and natural resources 
In the West by the Dominion to the three prairie provinces Is once nga n 
very much to the fore. Ever since the provinces of Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan were formed; in fact, to some extent ever since Manitoba was 
treated a province, there has been a demand on the part of the Western 
Provinces that they should be placed in a position of equality with the 
older provinces in the matter of ownership and control of tho public 
domain. 

Fortunately, the question has now passed out of the realm of portlzan 
controversy, because all political parties, Liberal, Conservative, Progres¬ 
sive, at Ottawa ns well as in the Prairie Capitals, are agreed that the 
transfer should be made. Not only so, but the Governments of the East¬ 
ern Provinces have waived the objections so long urged by them. It Is now 
only a question of reaching terms accoptablo to the West on the one hand, 
nnd the rest of the Dominion on the other hand. 

Negotiations arc now under way with all three prairie provinces. In 
the case of Manitoba, agreement 1ms been reached with the Dominion to 
the extent that a Commission is now engaged in studying the whole ques¬ 
tion of terms. Negotiations with Alberta reached the point of an agreement 
bring actually signed between the two Governments, but later, Ottawa 
proposed to insert a provision relatives to the school lands which was 
unacceptable to Alberta, nnd the agreement was not proceeded with.

Within five years Ganadn will pro¬ 
duce approximately 250,000 tons of 
metallic copper annunlly. or roughly 
ten times the present consumption of 
the Dominion’s industries utilizing 
this metal, according to present in¬ 
dications and calculations of ex¬ 
perts of tho Mines Branch of the 
Department of the Interior, upon a 
basis of minimum production ol 
newly-dcvclopcd mines in tho Dom¬ 
inion. 

Under existing conditions the bulk 
of the copper thus produced would 
be refined in the United States and 
brought back to Canada. This would 
be the case, at least, until the estab¬ 
lishment of a smelter at some suit¬ 
able point which could refine the 
production of Canada’s eastern mines, 
and the re-opening of the hugo smel¬ 
ter at Trail, B.C., which has been 
closed since tho cutting off of its 
supply of copper ore from 1 he Gran¬ 
by Consolidated holdings at Copper 
Mountain, now shipping to Tacoma, 
Wash., for smeltcrlng purposes.

Zealand alone. In import trade 
Canada ranked seventh per capita in 
1913, rising in 1927 to fifth. In aggre¬ 
gate trade per capita Canada moved 
from sixth place to second in the 
same period, being excelled by tho 
much smaller Dominion, New Zea¬ 
land. Taking the visible trade bal¬ 
ance, Canada held third place in 
1927, following the United States and 
British India, but on a per capita 
basis, the Dominion led the world. 

Canada’s fiscal year ends March 
31, and for the* last complete year to 
that date in 192H her aggregate tiade 
was returned at $2,325,899,934. This 
represents an increaso in fourteen 
fourteen years of $4,240,035,585, or 
114 per cent. Import trade has in¬ 
creased from $692,032,392 to $1 087,- 
117,930 by $393,085,538, or 57 per 
cent. Export trade lias increased 
from $393,232,057 to $1,238,782,001 
by $854,549,047, or 215 per cent. The 
value of Canadian trade continues to 
increase, further increments being 
recorded in the present year. Com¬ 
paring the aggregate for the 12 
months ended July last with the pre¬ 
vious corresponding twelve months, 
an increase is shown of over 5 per 
cent., both imports and exports be¬ 
ing appreciably greater.

Harbor At Malta One Of World*.* 
Orente*t Naval Station* 

The island and harbor at Malta, 
under British management has been 
converted Into one of the greatest 
naval and coaling stations In the 
world. In strength and Impregna¬ 
bility It is said to now rival the fam¬ 
ous rock of Ctibralta. 

The old fortifications were useless 
against attack of modern aircraft, 
and the British have completely al¬ 
tered the naval batteries and land 
defenses of the islands. Today they 
arc among the most formidable In 
the world. 

A large military and civil airdrome 
has been constructed at Hal Pai, 
making another link in Britain's 
world-wide system of air communi¬ 
cation. A floating dry dock, capable 
of accommodating tho largest ves¬ 
sels in the world, as well as new re¬ 
fitting yards, large magazines and 
many other improvements, have been 
completed. 

Malta Is the headquarters of the 
British Mediterranean fleet, probably 
the most powerful flotilla of warships 
afloat, and is also one of the moat 
important ports of call in tne world. 
It lies midway between Gibraltar 
and Tort Said. Although in area 
Malta is three times the size of Man¬ 
hattan Island, it has only ono-tenth 
the population of the Borough of 
Manhattan. The last census showed 
less than 225,000 inhabitants.

People in Chicago may* soon be 
eating Canadian whitefish purchased 
on their homo market for 15 cents 
a pound, according to W. J. Madden, 
of Calgary, Alta., who was in Mon- 
txeal recently making necessary rail 
transportation arrangements. 

Tho fish will bo caught in Great 
Slave Lake, a lake which provides 
almost virgin fishing waters, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Madden. lie stated that 
it abounds in whitefish, a food that 
i3 looked upon with favor throughout 
the United States. He plans to oper¬ 
ate a number of five-ton trucks over 
the ice of the Slave and Athabasca 
rivers to Waterways, and then to 
Chicago by rail, taking about four 
1 days in all to complete the Journey. 

At present, however, the open sea¬ 
son for whitefhh in Canada ends In 
February, and Mr. Madden wont to 
Ottawu to seek an extension of the 
season to the < nd of March. He be- 
i lieves that if this extension is grant - 
; ed, Chicago will provide an active 
market for whitefish during the Len¬ 
ten season.

PASSES EXAMINATION 


Resolution Introduced In lloinr Of 
Commons Orals With Mvo 
t|uoMlon 

Ottawa.—In the House of Com¬ 
mons, E. D. R. Blssett (Liberal, 
Springfield), moved a resolution to 
the effect that persons born In Can¬ 
ada shall bo described as being of 
Canadian nationality in all legisla¬ 
tion and ofhcial and other docu¬ 
ments. Mr. Ri3sott further pro¬ 
posed that persons of the white race 
born of parents whose family resi¬ 
dence in Canada is more than three 
generations, shall be described as be¬ 
ing of the "Canadian race” in all 
legislation and official and other 
documents. After a considerable dis¬ 
cussion the resolution was with¬ 
drawn. 

He submitted that there arc somo 
four million persons entitled to be 
known as Canadians from a racial 
standpoint. 

D. P. Kellner (U.F.A., Athabasca), 
declared it was high time the people 
of Canada recognized the existence 
of a Canadian race, "for they were 
tho only people in the world who 
did not do so.” 

Hon. R. B. Bennett, leader of the 
opposition, stated thero was no such 
thing as "national” to be applied to 
people of the Dominion, and added 
"we are nil British subjects; we are 
Canadian citizens so long as we con¬ 
tinue within the empire.” 


London, Eng. — General Edward 
Higgins, new head of tho Salvation 
Army, in an interview with the As¬ 
sociated Press recently, outlined Ids 
platform which projects wide demo¬ 
cratic changes in the Salvation 
Army’s constitution and future gov¬ 
ernment. 

"I intend immediately to appoint 
a commission of a half dozen spe¬ 
cialists to consider changes which 
must be made in the 1878 constitu¬ 
tion deed to which the disputed 
1004 deed poll is only supplemental,” 
he said. 

"This will involve legal issues re¬ 
quiring expert advice and tho ulti¬ 
mate invocation of an act of parlia¬ 
ment to effect changes which will 
destroy one-man power over the 
Army’s temporal affairs and put the 
oonstiutional foundation of t lie 
Army on a broader basis forever¬ 
more. Our domestic affairs we can 
core for ourselves. 

“Another commission will investi¬ 
gate tho question of the command 
succession. While I cannot foretell 
what will be their conclusions, my 
own opinion is that the Army’s gen¬ 
eral should be elected for a term of 
10 or more years subject to a strict 
age limit upon rcnchlmr which re¬ 
tirement would be compulsory.”

A 
further change provides that persons 
guilty of infractions of the act shall 
be liable to payment of costs of 
prosecution. Other amendments are 
incorporated, a number of which are 
for purposes of clarity.

May Require Aid 

Of British Parliament 


To Smooth Out Difficulties In Con¬ 
nection With Manitoba Act 

Ottawa.—The possible necessity of 
invoking the legislative machinery 
of the British Parliament to smooth 
out certain difficulties of certain 
lands in Manitoba, was raised l»y R 
W. Craig, counsel for the province, 
at a session of the Manitoba natural 
resources hearing. 

Mr. Craig, during the course of his 
argument, pointed out that the Bri¬ 
tish Parliament had passed the 
Manitoba Act of 1870 and provision 
had been made whereby it could not 
be changed by the Dominion parlia¬ 
ment. 

It might be necessary, in order to 
change the present financial terms 
between the provinces and tho Do¬ 
minion, to have tho British Parll- 
ment validate such change by 
statute, Mr. Caig declared. 

Historical authorities were quoted 
and precedence cited by Mr. Craig 
in support of his contention that the 
Dominion's interest in the province’s 
lands were primarily of legislative 
jurisdiction and did not involve pro¬ 
prietary rights.

New Approach To 
Settlement Of The 
Disarmament Plan 


Ottawa.—There will be no return 
to titles in Canada. By a vote of 111 
to GO the House of Commons defeat¬ 
ed a resolution moved by C. H. Ca¬ 
ban, Conservative member for St. 
Lawrence-St. George, which raised 
once more the vexed question of the 
granting of titles in Canada; 

The vote cut across party lines. It 
showed the Prime Minister and Hon. 
R. B. Bennett, Conservative leadet, 
uniting in support of the motion. It 
divided the cabinet, the majority of 
its members present opposing the 
resolution. It divided tho Liberal 
and Conservatlv parties, the major¬ 
ity of iberal members present oppos¬ 
ing the resolution, while the major¬ 
ity of Conservatives found them¬ 
selves in support of Mr. Cuban's pro. 
posal. 

Only in the smaller groups of the 
house was there unanimity of opin¬ 
ion. Progressives, members of the 
U.F.A., Independents, and Labor 
members all united in opposition to 
tho resolution. 

Mr. Cohan's resolution did not ad¬ 
vocate the return of titles to Canada 
It asked merely for the appointment 
ol a special committee of tin com¬ 
mons, consisting of 3 1 members, to 
“investigate a report upon the ad¬ 
visability of qualifying, amending, or 
rescinding tho address to His Maj¬ 
esty tho King, which was adopted by 
this house in May 1919, dealing who 
the conferring by His Majesty «*1 
lilies of honor or titular distinction;* 


upon Ilis Majesty’s subjects domi¬ 
ciled or ordinarily resident in Can¬ 
ada.” 

It also asked that the committee 
consider and report upon the accept¬ 
ance or use by persons m Canada of 
titular distinctions conferred by for¬ 
eign governments. 

The debate, however, indicated 
that many members felt that accept¬ 
ance of the resolution might prove 
to be the thin edge of the wedge 
which would open the way for a re¬ 
turn of titles. The recent discussion 
was featured by a statement from 
Hon. Charles Dunning, minister of 
railways and canals, that not one 
member of the government favored 
the restoration of titles in Canada. 

Mr. Cuban, himself, who closed the 
debate, pointed out that his resolu¬ 
tion contained not a word about the 
restoration of Ujtular distinctions, 
rcrsonully, he did not advocate the 
revival of titular distinctions in Can¬ 
ada, but he felt that His Majesty 
should be in a position to reward 
merit with some simple recognition 
on the advice of the government, of 
the day. 

A number of members who partici¬ 
pated in the discussions voiced 
strong opposition to the conferring 
of titles. William 8. Irvine (U.F.A., 
Wetaskiwin), expressed the view 
that a really big man did not i en¬ 
quire a title, and a man who way 
not big could not he helped much by 
lagging one on.

Perhaps it may spear 
in the senson to talk ol weed control ] 
but nevertheless thero a number 
of things a farmer can do between 
row and spring that will aid hi;n In 
this work. These pr.u'icea are nil 
n part of good farming and it is de¬ 
sired at this time to point out their 
influence on the control of weeds. 

One of the most important Jobs 
a farmer can do during the winter 
months Is the cleaning of his seed. 
By good seed Is seed that is free from 
weed seed, pure as to variety, and 
strong ih vitality. 

An astounding fact regarding the 
character of seed used by Alberta far- ' 
mers was discovered in the survey | 
conducted by the Domionion Seed bra¬ 
nch of seed actually found in grain 
drills. The fact discovered was that 
many farmers arc sowing dirty seed. 
Actually sowing weed seeds. Why? 
Most everyone realizes that the sow¬ 
ing of weed seeds means trouble, yet 
why do farmers do it? Perhaps 
one explanation is that they have 
postponed the cleaning of their seed 
until the last minute and during the 
ush of spring work have not bad time 
to do the work properly. 

Now is the time to clean your seed. 
Now Is the time to order new seed 
If seed is being purchased. Have your 
seed cleaned and in the bln when 
spring opens up and something will 
have been done towards the control 
of weeds. 

Seed should have strong vitality. 
Plump and showing a strong germin¬ 
ation test will produce the strong 
healthy plants that grows rapidly. 
Such plants can more successfully 
compete against weeds. On the other 
hand weak seed produces weak plants 
and weak plants cannot compete 
against weeds. The result will be 
a patchy weedy crop. Fanners can 
have a germination test made at the 
Dominion Seed branch or can do It 
in their own homes by germinating ' 
the seed between moistened blotters. 
Strong vitality is an essential of good 
seed and if a farmer sows such seed 
he will have done something towards 
the control of weeds. 

The use of clean feed is another im¬ 
portant item in the control of weeds. 
Some farmers diligently clean their 
seed grain but overlook the fact that 
their land can become infected by 
the use of dirty horse feed. Many 
small weedseeds, taken in the fed, 
vlll pa s through the animal undigest¬ 
ed and retain their power of germin¬ 
ation. Weed seeds should be cleaned 
out of feed or ground to destroy the 
the germanation of the weeds. This 
important practice can be clone now 
and will aid considerably In the con¬ 
trol of weeds. 

Another good piece of work can be 
accomplished by the farmer at this 
time of the year by putting harness 
and machinery in good lunning order 
sometimes weeds get ahead of us thru 
delays caused by breakdowns or want 
; ing for repair.We want our machines 
at their maximum efficiency and with 
a minimum of delay Now is the time 
to order repairs, and put everything 
in shape for an efficient seasons run. 
Such work done now will help mater- 
'ally In the control of weeds.
